THE POLITICIAN. 


In the dictionaries, the politician, 


like the statesman, is a mva versed in 
the science of government. 
In com- 


mon usage, however, he is the man who 
seeks the place of the statesman 
without 
the statesman's 
qualifica- 


tions. 
The 
aim of the statesman 


is to promote great pnblie policies. 
Tne politician aims to further that pol- 
icy which will most surely promote 
him 
With the statesman principle 


always will be 
first. 
The politician 


cares nothing for principle. 
He will 


pipe any tune to which the people will 
dance. 


It may be useless to try to redeem 


the word "politician." 
Perhaps we 


shall have to let it stand for the name 
oi tbe man who exalts a self-seeking 
policy above right principle, who re. 
gsrds place and power, not as the poS' 
sibl8 incidents of a life of public service, 
but as ends to be sought and won at all 
hszirds to public good or to private 
h-jnor. 


Tnc young man who thinks more cf 


success than of being right; who cares 
in '.-c for the praise of others than for 
h's .-wn mmhood; who alliQS himself 
tvUh the p^rty which holds out to him 
the greatest hope of power; who is will- 
iag to bj a, mcral nonentity if only the 
world will ihrow to him the sop of unde- 
served recognition; who will silence 
the voice of conscience within him in 
order that he may hear the empty 
plaudits of the crowd; who for the 
baubles of fame or fortune is willing 
to put his neck to the yoke and fore- 
swear his independence to think and 
speak as a man among men—is there 
ar.y deeper shame than this degrada- 
tion of the soul, is there any greater 
tragedy than such a career pursuing 
its way through compromise and insin- 
cerity and ending in slavery and de- 
feats 


CONSCIENCE IN TOLITICS. 


It is the solemn duty of the young 


men of today to enter politics, but not 
to become politicians. America needs 
men in public life,who, like Cromwell's 
soldiers, put some conscience into their 
politics; men who have an understand- 
ing of public questions; who see how 
muiih human misery is caused by the 
practice of false theories of political 
economy, and who, for the sake of hu- 
manity, will throw themselves into the 
work of instructing the public mind 
and improving government. 


REVOLUTION. 


Giva us an army of men determined 


to seize and uie the political tools 
which lie at hand to put an end to the 
wrongs which breed poverty in the 
sight of plenty and c&use the slums of 
misary and degradation to mock the 
triumphs of civilization; give us an 
army of such men and we'll write the 
history of another French revolution, a 
revolution which shall not be written 
in blood nor so soon forgotten 
in 


drcama of empire; by arguments and 
votes we'll storm the strongholds of 
economic ignorance and political greed. 
This will be the character of the cru- 
sades of the twentieth century. The 
church can call men to no holier mis- 
sion.

[Us Sword In In the Possession ot Charles 


A. Williams, of Cumberland. 


The grand achievement of our in- 


fant cavy on Lake Brie in the war of 
1812, with England, was a brilliant 
feat on the part of our gallant com- 
manders and their subordinate officers, 
who maintained the supremacy of our 
flag in American waters and upon the 
high seas. My attention was called tc 
this historical subject quite recently 
and it suggested some thoughts and 
historical events connect;d with the 
victory on the 10th of September, 181?, 
on Lake Brie. 


The sword so bravely drawn on the 


nag ship Lawrence by the great com- 
modore, 0. H. Perry, is still retained 
in the family as a memento of thair 
illustrious ancestor. After the retire- 
ment of Commodore Perry from the 
naval service of the United States he 
presented the sword to the elder James 
Williams, deceased, end the sword is 
retained in tbe hands of Charles A. 
William!, of Cumberland, Md., a family 
relic, to be handed down from genera- 
tion to generation, to perpetuate the 
memory of Commodore Perry. 


The government ordered brigs and 


several 
schooners to be built at 


the port of Erie, under the direc- 
tion of Commodore Perry. 
On the 3d 


of August this brainy officer was en. 
abled to sail in quest of the British 
enemy, whom he encountered in all 
their bravado on the 10th of September. 
The American fleet under the imme- 
diate command of Perry consisted of 
nine small vessels, carrying 54 guns. 
The British fleet, consisting rd six ves- 
sels, had a much larger armor and 03 
guns. The British fl=et was sighted 
and the bnttle commenced about noon 
between Perry's flag ship, the Law 
rence, o! 20 guns, end the whole Brit 
ish fleet. After a fierce, terrific and 
close conteat of two hours, during 
which the remaining American vessels 
were unable to come up to the assist 
ance of the fUg ship Lawrence, the 
Lawrence was badly wrecked and her 
guns silenced; and the situation seem 
ed to forbade a British victory, but 3 
this crieis Parry crossed over to thi 
second ship, Niagara, in an open boa 
and renewed the action with the great 
est vigor and at the zenith of the fear 
ful conflict the British fleet was oblige 
to strike 
its colors. 
The victor, 


achieved by our gallant little fleet o 
Lake Brie was bought with the loss of 
two officers and 25 men killed and 90 
wounded. The British lots in the en- 
gagement waa 41 killed and 95 wound- 
ed. 


Commodore Perry's victory on Lake 


Erie was a grand demonstration of our 
infant navy's great prowess. 


On the 33d of February, 1813, the 


Hornet, sloop-of-war, 
Captain Law- 


rence, fell in with the British brig 
Peacock, of 30 guns, Captain Peaks^ 
and after a desperate action of 30 min- 
utes, the Peacock sunk before all her 
crew could be removed, carrying down 
with her three Americans and nine 
British. For his gallantry in this ac- 
tion Captain Lawrence was promoted 
to tbe command of the Chesapeake. He 
sailed on the first of January from Bos- 
ton in search of the British frigate 
Shannon. 
Unknown to the Lawrence, 


this vessel had quite recently been 
fitted out with a picked crew and a 
superior equipment of battle armor and 
had sent a challenge to the Chesapeake 
one day after the sailing of the latter 
and which, 
unfortunately, 
Captain 


Lswrence did not receive. 
In this 


stubborn and thrilling engagement be- 
tween the Chesapeake and the British 
frigate Shannon Captiin Liwrence re- 
ceived a third and mort.E.1 
vrount". 


When he was being carried below from 
the deck he gave his last order, "Don't 
give up the ship,1' and expired when 
the British flag was placed over the 
American frigate. 
In this desperate 


engagement the captain of the Shannon 
was wounded, his first lieutenant kill- 
ed and 79 others were killed or wound- 
ed. The Chesapeake lost 79 k'lled and 
97 wounded, 
The death of Captain 


Lawrence carried the most profound 
sorrow throughout the country. 


Oi the loth of September a shot was 


fired and rang out on the waters. 
It 


came from the Detroit, the flagship of 
Commodore Barclay, and was directed 
at the Lawrence, from where the flag 
of Perry waved. That was the signal 
for battle and Commodore Perry's 
trumpet rang out for his vessels to 
form in the battle line and a moment 
later a shot from the Scorpion sent 
back the challenge from the Americans 
to the British salute, 
Vessel after 


vessel opened fire and the engagement 
became general. The object of the 
British commodore was to overwhelm 
and destroy the fUg ship Lawrence, 
which bore the intrepid Perry. 
Tode- 


stroy the Lawrence would give the 
British a quick and thorough victory. 
The fire of the Detroit, Queen, Char- 
lotte and the Hunter was all concen- 
trated upon the Lawrence, and great 
volumes of fire and iron swept their 
decks fore and aft and blood flowed 
everywhere on the vessel. The Law- 
rence was almost entirely diimantled 
and the gallant seamen were falling 
am' weltering in their gore. The havoc 
on the Lawrence was molt appalling, 
but, steadfast and true,the gallant tars 
were overwhelmed, but yet, the last 
man stood at his post of duty and every 
school boy knows the result of this 
battle.
